Dalymple said he was cloaked with 
full permission to handle the situation 
in his own way. 
He announced he 
would "clean up" the 
county, arrest

19, of contrabrand wine, or "give up 
my job."

WASTE TO TRAIN 


SICK CHILDREN 


Educator Urges Greater At- 
^ tention to Physical De- 


fects of Pupils In Public 
Schools. 


Cleveland, Feb. 24.—The lives of hun- 
dred* of thousands of persons are sac- 
rificed annually, human power immeas- 
urably wasted and staggering economic 
loss results from the failure to apply 
scientific knowledge to the prevention 
of needles* weakness, disease and death, 
said Dr .Thomas D. Wood, professor of 
physical education at Columbia Univer- 
sity, New Tork, addressing the national 
council of education today. The coun- 
cil Is composed of 120 of the leading 
educators of the country attending the 
National Education association conven- 
tion her*. 
"Our schools are wasting enormous 
sum* in trving to educate children 
handicapped by ill health." Dr. Wood 
said. "Seventy five per cent, or 16.000.- 
000 school children of the United States 
have physical defects which are mostly 
remedial. This shows that the business 
of keeping the school children of the 
country In good physical condition is a 
disgrace to the nation." 
Josephine Corliss Preston of Olympia 
Washington, president of the National 
Education association, told the council 
members that years ago men quit teach- 
ing because salaries were low and now 
the women teachers are quitting for 
the same reason. She said a substan- 
tial salary Increase was necessary to 
secure trained and competent teachers 
to fill the 25,000 vacancies and replace 
75.000 teachers below professional sttan- 
dards In ability.

London, Feb. 24.—The allies will de- 


cline to deal with Soviet Russia "untA* 
they have arrived at the conviction that 
the Bolshevists horrors have come' to 
an end," it was announced after a meet- 
ing the allied supreme council today. 


The decision of the supreme council 


it was recognized precludes diplomatic 
relations between the allies govern- 
ments and the "Moscow administration 
in the immediate future." 


The council expressed itself as pleased 


that the international labor bureau had 
decided to send a delegation on to Rus- 
sia to study conditions but stated its 
belief that supervision of the-delegation 
should be under the council of the 
League of Nations, giving the investi- 
gators greater authority. 


The council, it was stated, decided 
that the allies could not accept the re- 
sponsibility of advising the border states 
to continue war against the Bolsheviki. 
which course by such states might be 
injurious to their interests. 
Of the 
Bolsheviki attack within the territory 
of the border states, however, the allies 
promise "every possible support." 


Premier Millerand of France is un- 
derstood to have voiced the fear of 
France that United Russia might be a 
serious menace 
to western ' Europe 
while Premier Lloyd George and Nitti 
have taken the view that Russia has 
been broken up and is not dangerous. 
Reports, therefore, that Premier Miller- 
and has agreed to decisions advocated 
by the council are taken to mean that 
a middle ground has been found on 
whhich the allies can stand until devel- 
opments show true conditions. 
Poland is said to have been won oven 
to the British view but Rumania is re- 
ported to have asked guarantee, from 
the allies relative to the risks Involved 
in direct negotiations with the Bolshe- 
viki. 
Representatives of the Baltic 
states and Finland are also said to have 
been promised support should there be 
further aggression on the part of the 
Soviet government.

More Than 257 Millions 


Added to Trade Balance 
in U. S. During Janqary. 


Washington, Feb. 24. — Despite the 


foreign exchange situation, the trade 
balance in favor of the United States 
increased $257,000,000 in January, fig- 
ures made public today by the depart- 
ment of commerce show. Both exports 
and imports showed an advance, the 
value of goods sent out of the country 
being $731,000,000 and that of those re- 
ceived $474,000,000. The exports com- 
pared with $682,000,000 in December and 
$623,000,000 in January a year ago. 
Imports compared with $381,000,000 in 
December and $213,000,000 in January 


For the seven months of the fiscal 
year beginning last July 1 exports to* 
tailed $4,594,000,000 and imports $2,768,- 
100,000 leaving a trade balance of $1,826,- 
000,000. The trade balance for the cor- 
responding seven months the year be- 
fore was $2,099,000,000. 


Gold Imports for the seven months' 
period amounted to $38,000,000 as com- 
pared with $14,000,000 In 1919 and ex- 
ports $319,000,000 against $23,000,000 
last year. 


Exports of silver tor the same period 
amounted to $122,000,000 compared with 
$179.000,000 in the corresponding period 
the year before.

Eskimo by providing htm with con- 
crete huts in place, of his picturesque 
snow igloof!, as suggested by an oflK 
cinl of the United States bureau of 
fisheries, would be the death of the 
denizens of the toy North, in the opin- 
ion of Vilhjalmur Stefansson, the arc- 
tic explorer. Not only is .the Eskimo 
devoted to his age-long habitation, ns 
the South sea islanders are to their 
traditional garb of flower garlands and 
fresh smiles, but he is far healthier. 
warmer and more comfortable in his 
domed mansion of snow blocks than 
he could be In any modern house of 
concrete. .

The statement that the natives of 


the Prlbilof Islands were about to dis- 
card their, snow huts for modern con- 
crete huts, finding the gales of the 
Bering sea too strong for the former, 
upon which the story of the intended 
change of Eskimo habits was based, 
Mr. Stefansson characterized as too 
silly for discussion. The explorer, talk- 
ing at bis headquarters at the National 
Geographical society building at New 
York, said that the ^ribllof islanders 
had never lived in snow huts, but In 
wooden huts, and that farther north, 
where the natives do live In snow 
houses, it would be next to- impossible 
to convert- them to any other dwell- 
ing. 


"Their Igloo serves as a home for 


two or three weeks," he said. "Then 
they build a new one. Because It Is 
new It h? clean and sanitary. It is as 
warm and comfortable as your library. 
A candle gives as much illumination 
is three electric lights, because of the 
Intense whiteness of the snow. The 
snowhonse will stand under any condi- 
tions. In all, the Igloo is as comfort- 
able a borne as a man could wish."

TALKS 6AS ECONOMY 


Washington, Feb. 24.—Denial of the 
use of natural gas to industries, gradual 
increase in rates to domestic consum- 
ers and "an intensive educational cam- 
paign to curtail the enormous waste in 
homes were the chief measures proposed 
yesterday by the members of the con- 
servation committee appointed recently 
by Secretary Lane. The committee was 
divided on the proposal to shut off the 
use of gas to industries, some members 
holding that it would work great hard- 
ship on certain gas producing com- 
panies. J. C. McDowell, of the Wichita 
Natural Gas company, Pittsburgh, de- 
clared that the only alternative to such 
a course was an increase in rates for 
rates, which, he said, would in itself 
industrial use to the level of domestic 
effect great economy. 
Whether" the proposed educational 
campaign to secure economy in the 
homes should be carried on by gas 
companies or the govexiiment was de- 
bated at length. Several members of 
the committee said that because the 
public always "viewed with su-spicion" 
a campaign of this kind by any public 
utility, apprehending that it was "a 
forerunner of increased rates." the cam- 
paign should be conducted by the gov- 
ernment agency.

"I have been thinking so much of

1 have made out a long list of 
people and am really trying to get 
some word to each one of them.

find it very hard when there are so 
many interruptions and a day passes 
by all too quickly. I don't think that 
I was ever quite so conscious of the 
rapidity' with which time goes as I 
have been this last two months, but 
there has been so much to see and 
we have had to do so much of it in 
such a hurry. 


"We had a wonderful trip over the 


Atlantic for the weather was perfect 
and the sea was as smooth as glass 
most of the way. .We had a full month 
in Paris and our work was among the 
American sailors who were going there 
on short leaves just to see the city.
